To  Professors

Dr.  William  P.  Fidler,  General 
Secretary  of  the  American  As- 
sociation of  University  Profes- 
sors, will  address  a dinner  ,meet- 
ing  of  the  Brigham  Young- Uni- 
versity chapter  of  the  associa- 
tion Monday  at  6 p.m.  in  the  Jos- 
eph Smith  Banquet  Hall. 


According  to  Dr.  Richard  D. 
Poll,  president  of  the  BYU  chap- 
ter, Fidler  will  speak  on  “The 
A.A.U.P.:  Current  Problems  and 
Prospects.” 


OSLO,  Norway  (UPI)  — The 
Nobel  Committee  of  the  Nor- 
wegian Parliament,  in  a tacit  ac- 
knowledgement of  the  troubled 
international  situation,  an- 
nounced today  there  will  be  no 
1960  Peace  Prize, 
j United  Nations  Secretary-Gen- 
eral Dag  Hammarskjold  had 
been  reported  as  the  leading 
[candidate,  but  in  recent  weeks 
I there  was  speculation  he  would 
not  receive  the  award  because  of 
Soviet  attacks  on  him  and  Nor- 
wegian reluctance  to  precipitate 
any  international  incident. 

THE  COMMITTEE  met  secret- 
ly at  Oslo’s  Nobel  Institute  and 
announced  its  decision  in  a terse 
communique.  As  in  the  14  other 
times  it  decided  against  a peace 
prize  there  was  no  explanation 
and  no  reference  to  any  Rus- 
sian opposition. 

Hammarskjold,  who  won  wide- 
spread praise  for  his  handling  of 
the  Suez  crisis  in  1956,  was  nom- 
inated this  time  by  the  West  Ger- 
man Association  for  European 
Unity  for  his  work  in  the  Congo. 
However,  the  Congo  crisis  began 
after  Jan.  31  deadline  for  candi- 
date listing. 

THERE  WERE  reports  Ham- 
marskjold might  be  awarded  the 
1960  prize  next  year.  A prece- 
dent for. this  was  set  in  1953 
when  Dr.  Albert  Schweitzer  re: 
ceived  the  1952  Peace  Prize  and

Utah  State  hit  pay  dirt  again 
with  3:08  remaining  in  the  first 
half  when  Larscheid  lugged  over 
the  leather  from  the  six  yard 
stripe.  The  kick  by  Lamont  Mil- 
ler was  successful  and  the  score 
stood  USU  20,  BYU  0 at  half- 
time. A fumble  recovery  by  the 
Ags  on  the  BYU  34  three  plays 
earlier  had  set  up  the  final  tally 
in  the  first  half. 

LARSCHEID  scored  the  fourth 
touchdown  from  three  yards  out 
on  the  final  play  of  the  third 
period  after  his  teammates  had 
stopped  a BYU  drive  on  the  USU 
28.  With  the  third  successful  kick 
kick  for  extra  point  by  Miller, 
Utah  State  led  27-0. 

The  last  touchdown  of  the 
game  was  the  result  of  a 14  yard 
pass  from  Dolph  Camilli  to  full- 
back Doug  Mayberry.  Elson 
Leavitt  converted  the  extra  point 
and  the  Aggies  had  a 34-0  win. 
It  was  their  first  win  over  the 
Cougars  since  1956.  BYU  won 
18-0  last  year.  The  loss  means  the 
Cats  must  relinquish  control  of 
the  wagon  wheel,  traditional 
prize  for  the  victor. 

UTAH  STATE,  the  nation’s  top 
rushing  squad,  was  “held”  to  a 
total  gain  of  265  yards  on  the 
ground  by  BYU.  Before  Satur- 
day, they  had  averaged  a phe- 
nomenal 367.2  yards  rushing  per 
contest,  nearly  a hundred  yards  a 
game  better  than  their  nearest 


competitor  in  that  department. 

BYU  was  held  to  25  yards 
rushing  by  an  extremely  tough 
and  meaty  Aggie  line.  Utah 
State  was  already  fifth  in  the 
nation  in  rushing  defense,  hold- 
ing their  previous  opponents  to 
an  average  of  82.5  yards  a game. 
The  Cats  had  37  yards  rushing 
in  the  first  half,  but  were  pushed 
back  12  yards  the  second  half.

Plane  Crash 

An  airplane  carrying  the  mem 
bers  of  the  California  Polytech 
nic  College  football  team  crashed 
Saturday  night  attempting  a 
take-off  from  the  Toledo  (Ohio) 
Express  Airport. 

The  twin  engine  C46  crashed 
in  a dense  fog  seconds  after  take- 
off and  went  up  in  flames. 

At  latest  reports,  23  of  the 
reported  44  passengers  are  dead, 
17  of  the  victims  members  of  the 
Cal  Poly  grid  team. 

Cal  Poly  opened  its  1960  foot- 
ball season  against  Brigham 
Young  University  on  Sept.  16  in 
Provo,  and  lost  34-14. 

The  Cal  Poly  team  under  head 
coach  Roy  Hughs  was  on  its  way 
home  to  San  Luis  Obispo,  Calif., 
after  a weekend  football  game  at 
Bowling  Green,  Ohio.
